The report added that the com- 
mander of the submarine was fully 
aware that the Robin Moor was 
an American vessel. 
Sumner Welles, acting secretary 


of state, made the announcement 
at his press conference. 
The report of the consul, Walter 
J. Linthicum, was based on Inter- 
views with the 11 survivors of the 
ship which was? sunk on May 21 
In the South Atlantic, 
Thirty-five 


persons are missing. 
Welles read this 
summarized 


version of the consul's report: 


"The Robin Moor was undoubt- 
edly sunk by a German submarine 
lit 6 o'clock Greenwich time on 
the morning of May 21, at latitude 
6 10 north and longitude 
25 40 
west. The commander of the sub 
marine was fully aware that the 
vessel was American. All surviv- 
ors in good health. Depositions of 
surviors taken and comprehensive

He told of a num- 
ber being sent to prison and of

He rapped the spending of huge 
sums for paid workers in the cam- 
paign, asserting he would go un- 
embarassed and free, and said it 
was unthinkable that an attempt 
would be made to buy an office. 


Dies asserted

Communist, 
Nazi or Fascist would make tho 
mistake and vote for him, declar- 
ing if his enemies were for him, 
he would look into the matter to 
see why. 


The congressman said that pres- 
ent conditions are a revival of the 
struggle between Christianity on 
one hand and paganism and athe- 
ism on the other. He said that if 
America was to survive, a reafrn- 
ing spiritually was necessary.

to the uttermost.

many countries,

America, are asking what 
Churchill's aim 
is,

get when it wins, and what, 
if any, shall be 
the . new 


world plan to save modern 
civilization f r o m t h e s e 
great, 
recurrent 
catastro- 


phes. The answer seems to 
be in the book. Here is the 
gist of it, from a speech de- 
livered in June, 1938. 


"The central principle of 


civilization," said Church- 
ill, "is the subordination of 
the ruling authority to the 
settled customs of the peo- 
ple and to their will as ex- 
pressed through the Con- 
stitution. In this island we 
have today achieved in a 
high degree the blessings of 
civilization. There is free- 
dom, there is law, there is 
love of country, there is a 
great measure of good will 
between classes, 
there 
is 


widening prosperity. There 
are unmeasured opportuni- 
ties of 
correcting 
abuses 


and making further 
prog- 


ress. 


"We have, 
however, to 


face the problem of the tur- 
bulent, 
formidable 
world 


outside 
our shore. Why 


should not the same priji- 
ciples which have 
shaped 


the free, ordered, tolerant 
civilization of the 
British 


Isles and the 
British Em- 


pire be found serviceable 
in the organization of this 
anxious world? ,Why should 
not the nations link them- 
selves together in a large 
system and establish a rule 
of law for the benefit of 
all? That surely is the su- 
preme hope by which we 
should be inspired and the 
goal 
toward 
which 
we 


should march with resolute 
step." 


INSECT INVASION 


Washington has another 


war on its hands now, this 
time against insects. To be 
quite specific, it is directed 
against 
cockroaches. 
The 


bugs would take a time like 
this to tackle Uncle Sam 
right where he lived, or at 
least where he governs! 


It is a direct challenge 


against 
government. 
The 


enemy investing the federal 
Capitol is said to be two 
inches long, and the federal 
Bureau of Entomology has 
a real job on its hands. It 
is nothing new, except that 
the outbreak is especially 
virulent. Federal authority 
is threatened. 


It might be worse, though. 


Some time back, in the Coal 
Age, say the entomological 
authorities, there were cock- 
roaches in this country six 
inches long, which would 
give at least an impression 
of being longer than a sena- 
torial speech on the state of 
the nation. If the democra- 
cies only had an army of 
them now to m o b i l i z e 
against Hitler!

If the government should take 
title to loan cotton, the producers 
will be paid any amounts by which

pledged cotton) were exceeded by 
(2) a fair value for the cotton at 
the time, which would be determ- 
ined by the Secretary of Agricul- 
ture on the basta of the then pre-

locations, the

nouncement continued. 


"Don't bo misled by fake repre- 
sentations to the effect that

on their 1941 crop ranging from 90 
cunts in the extreme northwest 
portion of the state to 69 cents in 
the counties nearest gulf ports, it 
was announced at the state AAA 
office here today. 


The average loan rate for the 
state will be about 94 cents on No. 
2 hard Red Winter wheat, Fred 
Renels, assistant

tration office in charge of the AAA 
said. 
The loan values will vary 


according 
to grades

miums for protein content. 


The loan this year is based on 85 
per cent of parity price for wheat 
and is expected 
to give

Producers co-operating with

Cotton boll-weevil and flea hop- 


pers have made their appearance 
in Increasing numbers In most lo- 
calities of the county recently ac- 
cording to County Agent H. C. 
Robinson, 
The 
inic&'tation of 


weevil is unusually severe, It was 
stated, probably resulting from a 
mild winter with' large numbers of 
the adult Insects emerging from 
hibernation quarters with favor- 
able weather conditions this spring 
for their rapid multiplication. 


Plans are being made for an ex- 


tensive control campoign on these 
Insects by the use of calcium ar- 
scnate and sulphur dust on many 
farms of the county as soon as 
weather conditions permit. These 
control methods, now long past the 
experimental stage, arc 
doubly 


important this year, It was pointed 
out, on account of the serious ear- 
ly infestation and tho increased 
price of cotton which, promises 
to make this practice more prof- 
itable than in recent years. 


The county agent stated that he 


has recently received a supply of 
circulars from the 
Experiment 


Station, "Simplified 
Instructions 


for Control of Cotton Insects," con- 
taining the latest approved recom- 
mendations for weevil and flea- 
hopper control that arc available 
for distribution to anyone inter- 
ested.

—(Special).—Clothes moths 
feed 


on wool, hair, feather, fur, uphol- 
stered furniture and leather, but 
they do not cat cotton, linen, ray- 
on, or other fabrics of vegetable 
fiber or silk, according to Cameron 
Siddall, etomologist for the exten- 
sion service of A. and M. College. 


He says articles in a reasonably 
tight trunk, chest or wooden box 
can be protected perfectly during 
the summer by scattering between 
the folds of the clothing either 
flake napthalcne or paradichloro 
benzene. Either 
of these 
moth- 


preventatives should be separated 
from the clothing by sheets of thin, 
clean paper. Four ounces will give 
protection under ideal conditions, 
but the specialist says it pays to 
use more—possibly a pound—and 
be safe. Both chemicals are inex- 
pensive. 


The addition of flake napthalene 


Is advised since it destroys 
any 


moth which may have gotten in 
the clothing before it is wrapped. 
Under any 
circumstances, how- 


ever, keep all covers tightly clos- 
ed. 


Cold storage is excellent for pro- 


tecting furs, garments, and rugs 
from moth Injury, 
Mr. 
Siridall 


adds. He explains that dry clean- 
ing kills all forms of moth during 
that process but it does not give 
moth resistance. 
The same 
is 


true of washing 
garments 
in a 
strong solution of neutral soap. 


Clothing 
just 
dry-cleaned 
or 


washed, if wrapped in paper with 
its edges well folded back or seal- 
ed carefully, will remain free from 
moths indefinitely if the paper is 
not broken. Sealing in unbroken 
hat boxes or other cardboard box- 
es will accomplish the same re- 
sults. Woolen garments kept in 
closets and not packed away for 
the summer should be sunned or 
brushed frequently.
